B.C.G-.  vaccination  is  offered  to  those  children  during  their 
second  or  third  year  at  secondary  school,  who,  on  testing,  are  found 
to  lack  imm\mity,  B.C.G-.  vaccination  is  also  offered  by  the  hospital 
service  to  the  younger  children  who  are  knouai  to  ha,ve  been  in  contact 
vd-th  tuberculosis. 

No  case  of  tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year, 

DIPHTHERI/x 

Again  no  notification  was  received  and  it  is  many  years  since 
a  case  was  notified  in  the  district.  Immunisation  of  your  children 
and  subsequent  booster  doses  is  undoubtedly  responsible  for  this 
satisfactory  freedom  from  infection, 

POLIOMYELITIS 

No  case  has  been  notified  for  many  years  in  this  district. 

Again  vaccination  with  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  responsible 
for  the  local  freedom  from  this  disease.  Primary  vaccination  is 
given  during  the  second  half  of  the  first  year  of  life  \7ith  a 
booster  dose  before  school  entry  and  another  booster  at  12  years  old.

TETAI'JUS 

This  disease  is  a  severe  and  dangei'oiis  illness  and  active 
imraunisation  is  offered  to  babies  with  a  booster  just  before  school 
entry  and  a  further  booster  at  12  years  old. 

MEASLES 

Vaccination  against  measles  sometimes  produces  a  reaction 
comparable  to  a  very  mild  and  very  brief  attack  of  measles.  In 
1968  one  of  the  two  strains  of  vaccine  in  use  was  withdrawn  and 
for  a  time  there  was  a  shortage  of  vaccine  so  that  the  level  of 
vaccination  has  fallen  below  that  which  would  eradicate  this 
unpleasant  disease. 

23  cases  of  measles  were  notified,  the  majority  dvring  the 
second  half  of  the  year, 

GERMAN  MEASLES 

In  July  the  Department  of  Health  recommended  that  vaccination 
against  rubella  (german  measles)  shoxald  be  offered  to  all  girls 
between  their  11th  and  IZ^th  birthdays  but  that  initially  priority 
should  be  given  to  older  girls,  i.e,  those  in  their  14th  year. 
Vaccine  became  available  just  before  the  end  of  1970.

Vaccinations  are  now  started  at  6  months  of  age  and  it  is  no  longer 
necessary  to  give  a  booster  dose  of  anti -diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and 
tetanus  at  18-20  months,

INFESTATIONS 

Head  Lice 

Lice  and  nits  have  once  again  ceased  to  be  a  rarity  among 
schoolchildren.  This  is  probably  a  reflection  of  the  fashion  for 
longer,  loose  hair  among  women  and  men.  Most  of  the  infestations 
reported  to  the  Health  Authority  were  among  school  children;  older 
patients  usually  go  direct  to  their  general  medical  practitioner 
for  treatment. 
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PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY  SERVICE 

Th©  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  hoe  oontinued  to  giv® 

excellent  service*  The  Doi'ohester  Laboratory,  unhfei*  -bUo  oirection 
of  Dr,  G-.  H,  Tee  has  dealt  with  nearly  all  the  work  from  this  area. 


Brucellosis  in  humans  is  not  a  notifiable  disease  but  public 
interest  in  the  scheme  for  eradication  of  brucellosis  from  dairy 
cattle  has  increased  awareness  of  the  possibility  of  brucellosis 
infection  in  humans.  Dr,  Tee  reports  that  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  examined  an  increased  n\imber  of  specimens  from  humans. 
However,  the  percentage  of  sera  found  positive  has  remained  remarkably 
constant  at  about  &fo  over  the  past  three  years. 


I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  report  that  it  has  not  been  necessary 
to  take  any  formal  action  under  this  Act  by  which  the  Magistrates 
can  order  the  removal  of  an  elderly  person  living  in  unsatisfactory 
circumstances  and  unable  to  care  for  himself  but  unwilling  to  be 
admitted  to  hospital  when  a  bed  is  available. 


COUIOTY  COUITCIL  SERVICES 

The  Home  Help  Service  administered  by  the  County  Health 
Department  has  continued  to  support  the  elderly  and  has  given  equally 
valuable  support  to  other  families  when  illness  has  prevented  the 
homemaker  from  carrying  out  her  normal  work. 


VOLUNTARY  SERVICES 

Acknov/ledgement  must  again  be  made  to  the  excellent  voluntary 
work  carried  out  in  the  district.  Among  exairples  of  this  work  is  the 
meals-on-wheels  service  provided  in  some  parishes  by  the  W.R.V.S. 

This  year  18  old  people  benefitted  from  this  service  compared  with 
19  during  the  previous  year.  Not  only  are  the  meals  appreciated  by  the 
old  people  but  also  the  twice  weekly  visits  by  helpers  who  deliver 
the  meals. 

The  B.R. C.S.  arranges  transport  for  elderly  people  to  be  taken

There  are  still  some  211  properties  on  private  supplies  in  the 
district.  A  proposal  to  connect  three  houses  at  Poyntington  to  the 
mains  supply  was  approved  during  the  year,  the  work  should  be  completed 
early  in  1971.  Comprehensive  sampling  of  an  estate  supply  at  Stockwood 
was  \indertaken  and  also  one  at  Coombe,  Castleton.  Both  supplies  showed 
contamination  at  the  collecting  points,  this  contamination  arising  from 
wildlife  excreta,  there  being  no  septic  tanks  or  other  means  of  piDlonged 
human  contamination  nearby.  The  owners  of  these  supplies  have  been  asked 
to  take  measures  to' them  up  to  a  satisfactory  standard.

DR/IINAG-E  &  SB^VERAGE 

All  parishes  not  on  main  drainage  systems  have  established 
nuisances  arising  from  the  disposal  of  foxil  sullage  drainage. 

Longburton  sewerage  scheme  was  finished  during  the  year  and 
property  connections  totalling  80  have  been  completed.  The  scheme 
for  Over  &  Nether  Compton  made  good  progress  and  should  be  in  use 
in  1971. 

A  proposal  to  sewer  Leigh,  Chetnole  and  Beerhackett  was  approved 
by  the  Council  and  is  now  being  prepared  by  the  Council* s  Consultants 
for  submission  to  the  Ministry, 

Consviltants  have  been  retained  to  deal  v/ith  the  sewerage  scheme 
for  Obome  &  Poyntington  \7ith  a  proposal  to  drain  to  the  Sherborne 
Urban  District  Council's  works. 

Yet mins ter.  Sewage  from  this  village  is  continuing  to  increase 
consequent  to  new  housing  development. 

Leigh  &  Chetnole.  A  detailed  sewerage  proposal  is  being  prepared 
by  the  Council's  Consxiltants  for  submission  to  the  Ministry, 

Ryme  Intrinsica.  The  Council  decided  that  the  disposal  works 
at  Thornford  should  be  enlarged  sufficiently  to  take  sewage  from  Leigh, 
Chetnole,  Beerhackett  and  Ryme  Intrinsica, 

Beerhackett.  A  proposal  to  sewer  part  of  this  parish  is  to  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval,  the  work  to  proceed  at  the 
same  time  as  that  proposed  for  Leigh  and  Chetnole. 

Alweston,  In  order  to  prevent  nuisance  arising  from  a 
contaminated  watercourse  a  new  scheme  of  farm  drainage  was  put  in 
during  the  year. 

Trent,  The  enlargement  of  the  disposal  works  was  completed  to 
take  sewage  from  Over  &  Nether  Compton, 
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DR/ilNA-GE  &  SEV7m\GE  (continued) 


Bradford  Abbjts,  Some  nuisance  was  caused  to  an  adjoining 
property  ovaier  due  to  the  malfunctioning  of  a  solids  diverter  type 
pump  at  Mill  Lane  pumping  station.  This  has  now  been  rectified. 
Apart  from  individual  houses  no  development  has  taken  place  during 
the  year,  permission  has  however  been  given  for  the  residential 
development  of  a  small  area  of  land  adjoining  Churchwell  Street, 
Satisfactory  effluent  samples  continue  to  be  obtained  from  the  sewage 
works  even  though  the  works  are  now  theoretically  overloaded.  These 
satisfactory  resiiLts  are  achieved  only  by  carrying  out  more  frequent 
desludging  and  generally  extra  maintenance  at  the  works. 


Cesspool  Emptying  Service.  The  service  has  worked  very  well 
during  the  year,  some  266  properties  benefitting.  The  Contractors* 
main  problem  has  been  and  will  continue  to  be  the  disposal  of  the 
cesspool  contents.  There  has  been  a  complaint  from  a  member  of  the 
public  that  the  practice  of  putting  these  contents  on  to  the  farm  land 
and  especially  v;here  there  may  be  a  public  right  of  way,  sho;ild  not  be 
permitted.  One  can  sympathise  \7ith  this  viev;  but  to  receive  and  treat 
such  septic  material  at  a  sewage  works  is  not  possible  within  the 
limits  of  the  works  design  and  the  cost  of  provision  v/ould  no  doubt 
be  unrealistic  compared  to  the  limited  nuisance  created  by  land 
disposal.  The  answer,  most  probably,  vd.ll  be  found  by  the  Contractors 
themselves  as  each  year  it  appears  to  be  more  difficult  to  persuade 
farmers  to  accept  this  material. 


PUBLIC  CLE.INSIN& 


Refuse. 


The  controlled  tip  at  Obome  has  functioned  satisfactorily 
although  complaints  of  flies  in  the  locality  were  made  in  the  summer 
months.  Spraying  of  the  tip  to  prevent  infestation  was  done  daily 
and  control  of  breeding  was  established.  The  fly  causing  most 
trouble  was  the  lesser  house  fly  which  is  very  prevalent  in  this 
farming  locality. 


The  Sherborne  Urban  District  Coimcil  who  had  planning  permission 
to  vise  land  in  this  Authority's  area  for  controlled  tipping,  commenced 
using  it  during  the  year.
